One of the important aetivitiea beihg carried forward by the 
training camp commissioDs deals priiiiHrily witii tlio civilian comiiiun- 
ities near t^e cantonments. As stated by Joseph Lee, president oi 
th6 Playground and Recreation Anoeiation of Amerioa, the conuuia- 
sions are trviug to foster and conserve "the men'a Iwtnril relations 
to the world outside." 

The health and welfare of the men within the campt are being 
thoroughly cund for. And now tho l)iKK''«t evil of soldiers' caiiii-s 
of the past, ' ' the cutting off oi the meu from those relations to home 
and friends, to chtireh, to emplo}rment, to social and bnainen aaao- 
ciates of wliii'li 11 normal life principally consists", to be done away 
with. The soldier is to be helped to coutiuuo the normal social rela. 
tions with the rest of the world just as far as possible, and to avoid 
the homesickness and depression that follow the complete severing 
of domestic and business ties. 

Gamp directories are being provided that will indicate suitable 
lodgings for soldiers' visiting faniilies. "Ilostnesses' houses" are 
established where woiueu relatives can enjoy comfortable rest and 
reception, rooms while waiting to see the men they have come to 
visit. 

But the chief work lies witii the community us a whole. A 
census is made showing the church, club, college, or any other 01- 
gatfization the .soldiers has belonged to in his liomc community; lll^ 
preference in games, his hobby, his musical or other talent, etc., ar> 
all indicated. With such data to work from it is easy for the loc:ii 
organizations to invite .soldiers to participate in their activities, In 
sing in choirs, to address Sunday school classes or Boy Scout ineei- 
ings. College societies and lodges and local clubs ask the men to join 
them in "smokers", in athletic contests and dances. Families in the 
neighboring community are enabled to invite the soldiers to visit iu 
congenial homes. 

The soldier's tendency to "go to town" during free hours is 
strong and natural. The camp library and V. M. C. A. are big helps 
toward breaking the monotony within the camp. But there's a nor- 
mal desire to get out and "see folks". This the training camp eoui- 
missfons are help the men to do iu a wholesome, natural way. The 
success of the project depends on the whole-hearted response of the 
communities. That response will not be withheld.

GIVKBODIESAND 
PRESS FAVOR 
THE AMENDMENT 



There ia wide apread interest 
throughout tha atate in tha oooatitu- 
tlonal amendment permitting tha pu^ 
chaae of one talaphone company by 
another, wUch waa adopted by tbe last 
Leglstature, and wUch will be Toted 
upon at the coming November eleo* 
Uon. Chambera ot Commerce and 
civic bodlea In a Urge number ot com- 
mnnltiea have adopted readnUona en- 
dorsing tha amendment and pledging 
their eltorts tovarda iti paaaage. 
Newspapera throoghmt the atate are 
also endoraing tha amendment and are 
urging the importanoe ot a favorable 
vote by the pewle. 

The amendment to the couituUon, 
which Is made a part ot Section 201, 
Is as follows: 

"Provided, howoTer, that tele- 
phone companies may acquire by 
purchase or lease, or otherwise, 
and operate, parallel or competing 
exchanges, lines and structures, 
and the property ot other tele> 
phone companies, If tbe railroad 
commission or such other state 
commission as may have Jurisdic- 
tion over such matters shall first 
consent thereto, and If, further, 
each mnnleipality wherein such 
property or any part thereof Is lo- 
cated shall also flrit consent 
thereto as to the property within 
Its limits, but under any such ac- 
quisition and operation toll line 
connections with the property so 
acquired shall be continued and 
maintained under an agreement 
between t^e purchasing company 
and tbe toll line companies then 
furnishing such service, and In 
the event they are unable to agree 
as to tbe terms of such an agree- 
ment the railroad commlBsion or 
such other State commission as 
may have Jurisdiction over such 
matters, shall fix the term of 
such agreement" 

Chambers of Commerce which have 
passed resolutions favoring the amend- 
ment are those at Bowling Green, 
Frankfort, Lexington, Shelbyville, Hen- 
derson, MIddlesboro, State Chamber 
of Commerce of LoulsvlUe, and othen. 

Quite a number of newspapers have 
endorsed tbe amendment editorially, 
both at points where there are two tel- 
ephone systems and In dUea where 
there Is only one ayatem. 

Tbe Anderson News, Lawreneebarg, 
Ky., says: 

"Two telephone lines In any 
community, both contending for 
supremacy, are a perfect nuisance. 
Two telephones In a private resi- 
dence are too expensive to main- 
tain; two telephones in a business 
house are an expensive necessity; 
therefore the General Assembly 
has come to the rescue of the peo- 
ple It they will accept its assist- 
ance and go to the polls In No- 
vember and cast their vote for 
this amendment." 

The Danville, Ky., Messenger 
aays: 

"It Is hoped that tbe people will 
remember and vote for this amend- 
ment, as It is tha only way In 
which tbe public In some locali- 
ties will ever have decent serv- 
ice." 

The Interior Journal, Stanford, Ky., 
aays: 

"The Interior Journal favors 
tbe amendment and will vote for 
it. One system answers thb de- 
mand and two are as annoying aa 
they are useless. The demand Is 
tor good service, not for multiplic- 
ity of exchanges. Then, too, the 
expense of two systems must be 
considered. This Is Just double, 
and m some cases more than dou- 
ble. Oh I no, don't give us more 
telephone exchanges, but better 
service. This ia tha need of the
